INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT. 

THE NEW LA W DOES NO T BENEFIT JA PA N. 

The Department of State is informed that, ac¬ 
cording to the views of the Minister of State of 
Japan, the subjects of that government, under 
the existing laws of the empire, will be unable to 
avail themselves of the benefits of the new Copy¬ 
right law. 

FIRST SUIT UNDER THE NEW LA W. 

Maurice M. Minton, general manager of the 
Illustrated American Publishing Company, has 
brought suit against the Press Publishing Com¬ 
pany to recover statutory damages for alleged 
infringement of copyright under the new Copy¬ 
right law, which went into effect on July 1. Any 
paper or publisher reproducing and offering for 
sale a copyrighted picture, without the permis¬ 
sion ot the owner, is liable for damages of $1 for 
every print he may have made of it. Mr. Min¬ 
ton has secured 2500 copies of the paper con¬ 
taining the alleged piracy. The picture is a por¬ 
trait of the Princess Hatzfeldt, formerly Miss 
Huntington, a drawing from life by Arthur 
Jules Goodman.— New York Tribune. 


THE NEW POSTAL TREATY INCREASES 
SIZE OF MAIL PACKAGES. 

Another matter of interest decided by the 
International Postal Convention, which met re¬ 
cently at Vienna, is the change in the size of 
sample packages of merchandise which may be 
sent through the mails to and from countries in 
the union. The present treaty limits such pack¬ 
ages to 3 by 4 by 2 inches. The new treaty in¬ 
creases the limit to 12 by 8 by 4 inches, almost 
double the old limit. 


C. T. DILLINGHAM MAKES AN ASSIGN¬ 
MENT. 

Charles T. Dillingham of 71S and 720 
Broadway, N. Y., made an assignment, we re¬ 
gret to learn, on Thursday, Aug. 6, to John H. 
Kitchen, giving preference to the National Park 
Bank and the American Exchange National Bank 
for $26,136 as holders of notes of Lee & Shepard, 
of Boston, which were endorsed by Mr. Dilling¬ 
ham. Mr. Dillingham has been in business about 
twenty years, and is deservedly popular, having 
always been ready to aid struggling business as¬ 
sociates and prompt in settling his accounts. He 
is one of the oldest jobbers in the United States 
and a bright, energetic business man. His re¬ 
verses have called out letters of sympathy for 
him from many of the prominent publishing 
houses, which figure as his largest creditors, and 
there is no doubt but that he will be on his feet 
again in a short time, and will resume business. 
His assignment is said to be the result of dull 
trade, low prices, strong competition and lack of 
capital. Mr. Dillingham succeeded Lee, Shepard 
& Dillingham in 1875, when Lee & Shepard be¬ 
came involved, and bought out their interest in the 
New York business at that time. He settled up 
matters satisfactorily and pushed the business ex¬ 
tensively. He probably carried the largest stock 
of miscellaneous books of any jobber in the 
country. The assets consist of a large stock of 
books and accounts, of which an inventory is 
now being made by John H. Kitchen. 
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OBITUARY. 

JAMES RUSSELL LOWELL. 

In James Russell Lowell, whose death oc¬ 
curred on Wednesday, Aug. 12, we have a typical 
example of all that is best in American life and 
character. As poet, essayist, orator, diplomat 
and reformer, he made his mark in many oppo¬ 
site lines of work. A man of fine culture and 
scholarly instincts he has established a world¬ 
wide reputation as a master of literary criticism. 
In character he was a Puritan of the Puritans. 
Born of a long line of distinguished New Eng¬ 
land ancestors, the love of personal liberty so 
consistently displayed in his life was his just in¬ 
heritance. He died at Cambridge, Mass., at 
“ Elmwood,” the house in which he was born Feb. 
22, 1S19. Though not an old man, as life is now 
computed—being in his 73d year—Mr. Lowell's 
health was being gradually undermined by a 
complication of gout and liver troubles. He will 
be regretted, not only as one of our most noted 
literary men, with a reputation equally great in 
two continents, but as one of our most admired 
and respected diplomats, and as a reformer of an 
advanced type, from the period of negro slavery 
to the recent copyright agitation, and the various 
political reforms of the moment. 

Manly, honest, gentle and brave seem to sum 
up his leading characteristics. No higher praise 
can be given to any man. 

Lowell took his degree of A.B. at Harvard in 
1838 and that of A M. in 1841. His literary 
leanings cropped out in college. He was one of 
the editors of the college periodical Harvard- 
itma , and wrote a poem for his graduation which 
some boyish escapade prevented him delivering. 
His first volume of poems, “A Year’s Life,”was 
published in 1841, and largely displayed the new 
reformatory tendency a new personal influence 
had developed in his life. This personal influ 
ence was Miss Maria White, who became his 
wife in 1844. Though this volume is not now 
included in his complete works, it received a suf¬ 
ficiently favorable reception to divert him from 
the study of law, which he had meant to make 
his profession, his brief experience in which is 
recorded in a paper entitled ‘‘The First Client,” 
which was published in the Boston Miscellany. 
After a short and unsuccessful experience in es¬ 
tablishing a magazine, the Pioneer , which in¬ 
cluded in its contributors the cream of the New 
England writers. Mr. Lowell issued his second 
book, “ Poems.” Its longest effort was “ A Le¬ 
gend of Brittany,” said at the time to be “ the 
noblest poem yet written by an American.” In 
1845 he printed “The Vision of Sir Launfal,” 
and in a few years his first prose work, “ Con¬ 
versations on Some of the Old Poets” (1848) and 
another volume entitled “ Poems : Second Se¬ 
ries” (1848). It was in this same year, 1848, that 
the “ Biglow Papers,” that wise and witty col¬ 
lection of Yankee dialect papers upon which his 
literary reputation abroad is so largely based, ap¬ 
peared, and also another satire from his prolific 
pen, “ A Fable for Critics.” 

In 1851 he visited Europe with his wife, who 
died there Oct. 27, 1853. This sad loss caused 
him to return home and live for a while in com¬ 
parative retirement, becoming in 1855 a profes¬ 
sor in Harvard College of the French and Span¬ 
ish languages and literatures. He visited Eu¬ 
rope again, wrote in Putnam's Magazine , and 
became in 1857 the joint editor of the Atlantic 
Monthly. Later (1863-1872) he was editor of the 


North A 7 nerica 7 i Review , with his life-long friend 
Charles Eliot Norton as co-editor. The second 
series of the “ Biglow Papers” followed in 1865, 
after the war. his stirring “ Ode,” recited at the 
Harvard Commencement services, July 21, 1865, 
taking rank at once as one of the great poems of 
the civil war. After this succeeded in quick suc¬ 
cession “ Under the Willows,” “ Among My 
Books,” “ My Study Windows,” etc. 

Mr. Lowell twice filled a diplomatic position 
under President Hayes, first as Minister to Spain, 
and later he was transferred to London as the 
American Minister to England, in which office he 
won the distinction of being the most popular and 
most admired of the many brilliant and cultured 
Americans who have filled this position. His 
genial manners, brilliant conversational powers 
and his handsome presence won for him uni¬ 
versal liking and attention. It was while living 
in London that Mr. Lowell lost his second wife. 
Miss Frances Dunlap, of Portland, Me., whom 
he had married in 1857. 

Mr. Lowell was President ex-ojficio of the 
American Authors’ Copyright League, and 
worked heartily with it in the attainment of its one 
object, an International Copyright. Time alone 
can permanently fix his true place in literature, 
but there is no doubt he produced much that 
possessed the divine inspiration of genius. His 
death leaves only Whittier and Holmes now as 
representatives of America’s “ major poets.” 

Lowell’s works in the order and dates ot their 
publication make the following list : “Class 
Poem ” (1838), “ A Year’s Life” (1841), “Poems” 
(Cambridge, 1844), “ The Vision of Sir Launfal ” 
(1845). ‘‘Conversations on Some of* the Old

“Poems” (2 v., 1854), “ Poetical Works” (2 
v.. 1858), “Mason and Slidell, a Yankee Idyl ” 
(1S62), “ Fireside Travels” (1864), “The Presi¬ 
dent’s Policy ” (1864), “ Ode Recited at the Com¬ 
memoration of the Living and Dead Soldiers of 
Harvard University” (1865), “The Biglow 
Papers” (second series, 1867), “ Under the Wil¬ 
lows, and other poems” (1869), “My Study 
Windows” (r87o), “ Among My Books ” (1870), 
“The Courtin’” (1874), “Three Memorial 
Poems” (1876), “Among My Books” (second 
series, 1876) “ Democracy, and other ad¬ 

dresses ” (1887). “ Heartsease and Rue” (1888), 
and “ Political Essays” (1888). 

GEORGE JONES. 

George Jones, the chief proprietor of the 
New York Times , died at the Poland Springs 
Hotel, South Poland, Me., on the morning of 
Wednesday, Aug. 12. Mr. Jones was in his 
eightieth year. A complication of bowei troubles 
with his advanced years resulted in death. 
George Jones was born at Poultney, Vt., on the 
16th of August, 1S11. His father and mother, 
who came to America some years before the birth 
of their son, were of sturdy Welsh stock. His 
story is one of humble beginnings. The one in¬ 
fluence that was to shape his life was encountered 
in the person of Horace Greeley, who was an ap¬ 
prentice in the printing office of the Northern 
Spectator at Poultney. The two lads became 
friends and playmates at once, little imagining 
that the future held for either the great distinc¬ 
tion of being at the head of one of the most 
powerful journals published in New York City. It 
was in 1833 that Mr. Jones came to New York, Mr. 
Greeley having preceded him by two years. 
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It was in the business office of Horace Greeley’s 
Tribune that Mr. Jones became first connected 
with journalism. Mr. Greeley had invited Mr. 
Jones to join him in establishing the Tribune . 
but Mr. Greeley’s management of the various 
newspaper enterprises in which he had been en¬ 
gaged did not commend itself to the sounder 
business judgment of his friend, who declined 
the offer. But not long after the Tribune had 
made its appearance, Mr. Jones entered its pub¬ 
lication office, quite unaware that this step was 
to shape and determine the fortunes of his life. 
Just as his youthful acquaintance with Greeley, 
formed in the Vermont village some seventeen 
years earlier, had moulded the beginnings of his 
career in New York, so his friendship with Henry 
J. Raymond, beginning while the one was em¬ 
ployed in the business office and the other in the 
editor’s room of the Tribune, was destined speedi¬ 
ly to ripen into intimacy, confidence and mu¬ 
tual respect, and later to bring them into busi¬ 
ness partnership in the founding and management 
of the New York Times . 

The first number of the Times was published 
on the morning of Sept. 18, 1851. Its history 
and career is Mr. Jones’ history and career. Its 
independence and undeviating honesty on all 
public questions illustrate the chiefest gifts of its 
proprietor. A warm tribute to Mr. Jones’ man¬ 
ly sincerity of character and kindness of heart has 
been made by his business associates. Mr. Jones 
was a journalist and not a writer. His great 
executive ability and positive traits made the 
Tifnes what it is. High aims and simplicity of 
character tell as strongly in literature as in busi¬ 
ness life. His chief assistant was his only son, 
Mr. Gilbert Jones, who will succeed him as the 
manager of the newspaper. 

Mr. Jones married in 1836 Miss Sarah M. Gil¬ 
bert, of Troy. The fiftieth or golden anniver¬ 
sary of this wedding was quietly observed in the 
family of Mr. Jones in 1886. His surviving chil¬ 
dren are Mrs. Emma Ireland, Mrs. Edward J. 
Lowell, of Boston, Mrs. Henry L. Dyer, of New 
York City, and Mr. Gilbert E. Jones. 

The funeral service was held at 10 o’clock 
Friday morning in All Souls’ Church. New York 
City, and was conducted by the rector, the Rev. 
R. Heber Newton. 

GEORGE WASHINGTON WILLIAMS. 

George Washington Williams, who died at 
Blackpool, England, Aug. 4, was a man of con¬ 
siderable ability. He was a mulatto, and was 
born in Bedford Springs, Pa. After serving 
through the civil war, he was successively a 
preacher, a journalist, a member of the Ohio 
Legislature, and United States Minister to Hayti. 
Mr. Williams edited the Southwestern Review at 
Cincinnati and the Commoner in Washington, 
and was also the author of a voluminous and 
valuable “ History of the Negro Race in Ameri¬ 
ca from 1619 till 1880,” “ History of the Negro 
Troops in the War of the Rebellion,” and “ His¬ 
tory of the Reconstruction of the Insurgent 
States.” 


'OLD-BOOK CHAT. 

A well known collector writes in reference to 
the Cambridge Platform of 1649, that i n the near 
future its rarity will be recognized to the extent 
of making it even more valuable than Eliot’s New 
Testament. When we consider that a good copy 
of the latter is worth $750 and of the former 


about $250, this seems a startling statement. At 
the same time, it is fair to say this collector’s 
prophecies have usually turned out all right. The 
consequence is, his large collection of rare books 
and autographs would bring about three times as 
much as he paid for them. Yet he has always 
been a liberal buyer of fine copies at very high 
prices—apparently. 

Mr. Julian Hawthorne in a recent Sunday 
issue of the New York World has a curious story 
which by the editor is christened “ one of Julian 
Hawthorne’s quaintest conceits.” Poe is pict¬ 
ured waking up from a trance that lasted forty 
years, and waking up with the body of a young 
but the feelings of an aged man. The story is 
peculiarly weak and aimless. Mr. Hawthorne 
might have built round his central idea quite 
a romance of the poet’s death, but has quite 
overlooked the opportunity. Fancy meeting Poe 
in the flesh again and not asking into the cause of 
his (supposed) decease ! 

In the same paper is an interview by Charles 
Sotheran with Halkett Lord. It seems that 
Messrs. Lord and Sotheran met in convention and 
agreed to offer the sum of fifty thousand dollars 
for “ two lost books, and those the very first 
printed on the North American continent and in 
New England.” Mr. Halkett Lord says the 
facts relating to these more or less supposititious 
volumes are “ only known to a few men like us 
two ”—which is modest. Mr. Brayton Ives will 
be astonished to hear that he paid Mr. Quaritch 
the sum of $15,000 for his Gutenberg Bible. 
“Shelly” for Shelley is another exasperating 
specimen of Mr. Sotheran’s book-lore. In ad¬ 
vising the young book-collector Mr. Lord says: 
“ Americana is good to pick up;” "the first edi¬ 
tion of Burns is worth hunting for also, that 
“ there is that vast mass of Elizabethan literature, 
including th£ first quarto editions of Shakespeare.” 
First quartos only—not even the second issues 
will serve these super-critical book men. 

Then these critics declare that such men as Mr. 
Ives and Mr. Pope are not true book-collectors 
because they buy chiefly from the great dealers. 
Now, surely both Messrs. Sotheran and Lord 
must know that to find iare books the great deal¬ 
ers employ a large and trained staff, and that now¬ 
adays the only way for a collector to enjoy his 
hobby is to do his book-hunting in the shops of 
such men as Mr. Quaritch. 

By the way, it will be surprising to many 
booksellers to hear Messrs. Lord and Sother¬ 
an announce publicly their willingness to pay 
$50,000 for a couple of books. One wonders 
which member of this convention is to put up 
the capital. Are these two books when found, 

I am tempted to ask, to be held in common 
or will they take one apiece? A good idea 
would be that each draw a check for $25,000, and 
in case no particular preference was shown for 
either book, to throw dice for first pick. Perhaps 
it would be a little more exciting were they to 
toss up to see who should pay the $50,000, and 
then toss again who should take both the books. 
The money apparently is a bagatelle—indeed, 
oh, indeed, this is true bibliomania ! Shade of 
Dibdin, arise ! 

Why is it that a presumably intelligent man, 
knowing something of his subject, will usually, 
when writing an article on rare books, make a sil¬ 
ly-billy of himself? Bibliophilus. 
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NATIVE WRITERS OF MAINE. 

Hon. Nelson Dingley y Jr., in the New England Maga¬ 
zine. 

Maine is distinguished not only for its states¬ 
men, jurists and professional and business men 
who have achieved wide reputation at home and 
abroad, but also for its authors, poets, scholars 
and artists. Henry Wadsworth Longfellow, the 
first of American poets, was a native of Maine, 
educated at Bowdoin, and for six years a pro¬ 
fessor in that college ; N. P. Willis, the distin¬ 
guished poet and author ; John Neal, the cultured 
journalist and litterateur ; Seba Smith, the brill¬ 
iant writer and the original “Major Downing,” 
and his wife Elizabeth Oakes Smith, who was 
the first woman in the country to appear on a 
public platform ; George B. Cheever, the distin¬ 
guished clergyman, who was prominent in the 
early days of temperance reform in this country ; 
John S. C. Abbott, the well-known author; 
Elijah Kellogg, the charming writer of juvenile 
stories ; Sarah Orne Jewett, the popular author 
of “ Deephaven ” and other charming books; 
Harriet Prescott Spofford, the gifted author of 
“ Sir Rohan’s Ghost” and other stories ; Lyman 
Abbott, the well-known author and preacher ; 
Sargent S. Prentiss, whose eloquence moved 
and thrilled great assemblages as no other ora¬ 
tor has since Whitefield ; Edward A. Brackett 
and Franklin Simmons, the distinguished sculp¬ 
tors ; Walter M. Brackett, George W. Seavey and 
Harry Brown, the well-known painters ; John A. 
Andrew, the distinguished and scholarly war 
Governor of Massachusetts ; John D. Long, the 
charming talker and writer, who graced the 
gubernatorial chair of the Old Bay State and the 
halls of Congress, and Chief Justice Fuller, of the 
United States Supreme Court, whose addresses 
stamp him as a cultivated scholar, were all na¬ 
tives of Maine. 

O UNTING PHOTOGRAPHS. 

G. E. Thompson in “ Discovery 

If large photographs are mounted damp and 
with starch, the expansion and contraction are so 
great that the mount is “ cockled.” The correct 
principle is to mount the print as dry as possible. 
First have the prints in a pile, nicely damp and 
flat. Glue with fine, clear Russian glue and a flat 
hog’s-hair brush, and spread each print face down 
to dry. When dried they may be trimmed and 
kept any time until required for mounting. To 
mount: have about twelve half-sheets of thick 
blotting-paper. Place two dry sheets at the bot¬ 
tom, then one well-damped sheet next ; lay (say) 
twelve photographs on this sheet in a pile, and 
place another damp sheet on the pile. Have one 
more damp sheet above, and then the rest of the 
dry sheets. Now take out the top photograph 
and place it between the two top damp sheets. 
This is merely to take the hardness out. and the 
print must not remain long enough to allow ex¬ 
pansion. Take it out (putting the top one of the 
pile in its place) and place it on the top dry 
sheet. Now sponge it all over with a fine sponge 
from the middle to the ends, taking care to wet it 
all over; it must be merely damped, and with as 
little use of water as possible. Take it up and 
lay deftly in its place on the mount, smoothing 
it out from the centre of the print ; now take a 
sheet of paper and a handkerchief and rub it 
down from the centre 10 the edges. It is bet¬ 
ter to have a flat burnisher at hand to smooth 
any unevenness. If the print has been nicely 


mounted, and with no unnecessary damping, it 
will soon dry, and, even if only in a paper book, 
the “cockling” will not be much. The glueing 
must be thin and even—something of the nature 
of the gum on a postage-stamp. The sheets of 
blotting-paper will require redamping if a num¬ 
ber of the photographs pass through, and it is 
not well to wet too many on the top sheet with¬ 
out changing it, as the paper is apt to fray up, 
and small pieces will then stick to the glue and 
make the finished picture uneven. Keep a basin 
of clean water on the table and a plate for the 
sponge. 

THE RUSSIAN TAX UPON BOOKS. 

A tax upon books has just been imposed by 
the Russian Government. As neither books nor 
newspapers were previously allowed to be pub¬ 
lished without the express and capricious sanction 
of a most exacting and conservative Board of 
Censors, it would seem, writes a correspondent 
to the N. Y. Sun. that “ this measure is intended 
to restrict the diffusion of knowledge, as knowl¬ 
edge, among the subjects of the Czar. The act 
is tyrannical, but not, perhaps, irrational, for it 
is notorious that the present mediaeval, autocratic 
government of Russia is made possible only by 
the gross ignorance of the people. The reform¬ 
ers rest all their hopes on the education of the 
peasantry. It is not scientific knowledge or any 
political or socialistic doctrines they as yet are 
trying to promulgate ; it is enough for many of 
them to spend their lives in teaching truisms that 
to the moujiks seem incredible that Russia is not 
the only country in the world, and that outside of 
Russia there exist people who are allowed to 
change their religion with impunity and who can 
think for themselves and speak their thoughts 
aloud without fear of confiscation of property 
and exile to Siberia. If dense ignorance is essen¬ 
tial to the security of the official class in Russia, 
it is a political necessity to tax all the means of 
enlightening it.”
